The idea is simply 
ridiculous, for the reason that before a 
person can be admitted to the Asylum 
he inuet be pronounced insane by an 
examining board, and if so found is not 
tbe State Asylum the place for him? 


We would like to know from onr 


neighbor what the State institution is 
intended for, if every county has to 
support and care for its own insane? 
He claims that it would be a matter of 
economy to tbe State if the insane he 
refers to were supported by the counties, 
bat what would be the increased expense 
to said counties he doss not pretend to 
say. If it becomes necessary to enlarge 
the Stuta Insane Asylum, the State can 
better afford to do it than the counties 
can to support and cure for peracns 
who have been pronounced insane. 
In 


fact the article referred to, had it not 
«nan»ted from the brain of a sensible 
man, 
might, in our estimation, be de- 


clared a «e mi-insane production and we 
believe that the taxpayers of every 
oonnty in the State would second the 
niotioij, especially as to the concluding 
sentence thereof, which reads as follows, 


"Probably as good a plan as any 


would be to compel the counties to de- 
fray the expenses of transporting pa- 
tients to the Asylum, and to pay their 
fares back home if declared by the Su- 
perintendent unfit subjects for admis- 
sion to such an institution. The Asy- 
lum should be kept for the reception of 
the really insane, not as the home for 
the feeble-minded and the imbecile."

found a capital place from which to see 
the boldiera pass, when she noticed a 
poor old woman in the ciowd trying 
very hard to get where she could see.
